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SUPPORT HR 2203

SUPPORT HR 2203. Malicious interference and jamming on the 
amateur bands has become a very serious problem. So much so 
that a number of Hams throughout the country have equipped 
mobile units with D F’ing gear and have been tracking down 
jammers on their own time and at their own expense. 

When they find a jammer, they also find out that there is nothing 
they can do about him. The reason for this is that the FCC cannot 
leagally use any information provided from an outside source, such 
as interference committees made up of amateur radio operators, 
which means that the tremendous expertise available in the 
amateur ranks is actually being wasted. 

Meetings by a number of California Hams with Congressman 
William Dannemeyer (R), 39th District California, resulted in 
some action. Congressman Dannemeyer felt that if all this amateur 
aid was available to the government free of charge and a law 
prevented it from being utilized, then that law should be changed. 

To this end Cong. Dannemeyer has introduced HR 2203 which 
would amend the Communications Act of 1934 to permit the FCC to 
employ voluntary services for purposes of monitoring violations of 
the Act by amateur and citizen band operators. 

An auxilliary would be formed which would have to conform to 
strict qualification standards with no vigilante types included. The 
only compensation would be the satisfaction of providing a much- 
needed public service to help clean up the airways. 

Ray Frost, WA4TEY, who started this movement, urges all 
amateurs everywhere to send a QSL card or letter to your 
Congressman or Senator stating that YOU SUPPORT HR 2203.

Thank you for contacting me to share your thoughts. I appreciate hearing 
from you and having the benefit of your views. _ 

During considering of the Omnibus Reconciliation bill, an attempt was 
made to include amateur radio-related legislation as part of the Recon- 
ciliation package. By adding this legislation to the Reconciliation bill, the 
normal process of committee hearings and consideration would have been 
bypassed. There was considerable concern over this effort and the final 
Budget Reconciliation bill signed by the President on August 13th, did not 
contain any provisions dealing with amateur radio licensing. Amateur radio 
legislation, S. 929 and H.R. 2203, is still in committee in Congress and it’s 
uncertain at this point when any action may occur. You can be sure, though, 
that I will keep your particular views in mind should this legislation be 
considered by the full Senate. 

Again, I appreciate your getting in touch with me on this important issue 
and hope you will contact me on other subjects of interest or concern to you.

And I find that some of the things I have read years ago 
about making contacts in a contest are not really true. 

Living in Zone 13 has made me very lucky because I have won 
two IARU contest, the secret is not too much competition. Won 
ARRL CW contest last year for single band in South America and 
have scored more than twice as many this year; may win again. It 
sure was a lot of work to go shoot down all my competitors an- 
tennas, and expensive too. 

Say hello to Scott Magness if you see him. He has bought a house 
in Ocala and will move there as soon as he sells his house in Miami 
Springs.

If any of you have ever operated outside the United States, you 
must be aware of what a hole, some of the American hams can poke 
into the RF spectrum. My receiving equipment cannot cope with 
these giant 2000 watt PEP signals, fed into a multi-element antenna 
with an effective radiated power, up around 20 kilowatts PEP. 
Selectively, of 6 and 60 db down at 2 and 6 kiloherts respectively, 
won't hack it. And this assumes a clean transmitted signal where 
third order products and spurious frequencies meet the new FCC 
requirements. Not all transmissions are this pure and add to this a 
speech processor, and this should give a good idea of what we have 
to put up with. 

Now you have an inkling of why the foreign ham prefers to stay 
outside the American spectrum and yet, there are those Americans 
and others who clamor for more space. What for? To tear more 
holes into ham bands? 

The American ham is affluent — he hasn’t caught on yet that not 
everyone can afford the equipment or that other governments limit 
power to a few hundred watts, depending on the operators class of 
license. Think about it. This certainly puts the various country’s of 
the world on an unequal footing. 

During ARRL, IARU or CQWW contests, the foreign ham must 
operate in the American section of the ham bands. 

Being in the fortunate position (?) of being at the other end of pile 

ups, let me tell you what gets my attention during a contest. 
. Get your call in before the pack and at high speed, or use slow 
speed, the point being, that speeds other than what the pack are 
using stand out, other things such as signal strength being equal. If 
you are QRP, say so at the end of the call and if that is all I may 
hear and being somewhat human, even in a contest, most people 
will take up for the little guy and the signal QRP alone may get you 
a contact right now. Don’t pick the same exact frequency which 
everyone else is using, unless you know your signal is head and 
shoulders above every elses — get to the lower side a few hundred 
or less hertz — you’ll stand out from the crowd. I find that using a 
tunable filter, when trying to select one station from many on a 
call, is not of much use, but is of great use when he is giving you his 
contact information, as you and he are not the only users of this 
spot frequency. And you’d be amazed how many stations can 
operate within a very limited frequency. Fooling around with a 
filter after a QRZ will lose a contact almost every time. One ham 
jumped all over me because I was on his frequency he had been 
using for the last hour. Well, so had I been there, only he decided to 
turn his beam in my direction and I knocked him out. Rather than 
waste time with him, I picked another frequency. If I had to move 
every time I was on someone elses frequency, I would never have 
time to operate. I feel that this is part of the contest and usually 
stick to one frequency until the other guy or guys can’t pu up with 
me any more. I call that friendly competition. 

Again, speaking of filters, the best type is the one built in between 
your ears. Its’ not true that there is nothing but space between your 
ears! It is easy to operate, has no controls, is noiseless, has no 
ringing, that is, most of the time, has no maintenance problems,

rarely gets out of whack and has an infinite variability of notch and 
peak combinations. It also has a built in recorder and computer 
with instant recall, but don’t go shopping for one — it can’t be 
bought. Improves with use and age, up to a point that is. 

Let me voice a few gripes. Some hams make long call, so long, 
that I can make two contacts while he calls. And others send 73, 
CUL, GL ES DX. Others make 3 x 3 call$. Every dot is a baud that 
could have been used towards another contact. Whereas you may 
be in the contest for sociability, there are those who spend a serious 
effort and you are stealing his time from him. If he spends 30 hours 
in the contest, it will take hom from 60 to 90 hours t® do the paper 
work. So, save those bauds until you have enough for another 
contact. 


Haste makes waste. Put your code speed at one which is com- 
fortable. Again, a mistake can cost you a hundred bauds. I set my 
keyer at 25 WPM, figuring that the general licensed amateur can 
copy, as he will have heard my call several times probably, and in 
receiving his contest message, composed of numbers, each number 
counts for 2 letters, or in other words, is half-speed and this is one- 
half word less than which he got his license at. Some hams with 
programable keyers set them at 40 WPM and can’t copy 15 and with 
others, the speed may be set at 15 WPM and the copy spped may be 
over 40 WPM, the point being the copy speed of the sender cannot 
be judged by the sending speed. So, ‘Do your own thing”, by 
sending at your own errorless speed and you'll be doing the best you 
can, besides building up more reserve bauds. 


Another gripe is at the FCC which has run out of call letters! 

Many times in the latest ARRL contest, I got a start as I though I 
had contacted Sikkim, Tibet, Bhutan and the Islands of Baker, 
Caroline, Marians, Markus and others, as these are rare for me, 
only to realize here was a genius at work, in assigning call letters 
already assigned. My momentary elation deflated like a punctured 
balloon. And a call such as AE5E, comes so quickly that I am 
waiting for the rest of it when I realize thats it. It registered in my 
subliminal consciousness. Instant recall from built-in computer. 

One last gripe — take it easy on us poor guys operating overseas. 
In some cases, English was learned only through ham radio and 
this limits a person considerable. I heard one American speak his 
name, saying that his name was Fred, thats Frank, Roger, Ed- 
ward, Dennis and Fred. And the bewildered person at the other end 
returns asking if his handle was Joe. Do you blame him? No phony 
phonetics, please.

NEW VHF/UHF OPERATING AWARDS ANNOUNCED 
BY THE CENTRAL STATES VHF SOCIETY 

Sioux Falls, SD — At the 1981 annual meeting of the Central 
States VHF Society, three awards were announced to promote 
operation above 144 MHz. For many years, an adequate awards 
system for the high frequency bands and six meters has existed. 
However, long distance communication above 144 MHz has been 
and still is a challenge to achieve. In some isolated sections of the 
country, being able to work more than 5 or 10 other stations is a rea] 
feat. With this in mind, CSVHF decided to sponsor a system of three 
awards to reward the successful VHF/UHF amateur. 

1. The VHF/UHF Century Club (VUCC) simply requires con- 
tacts with 100 different amateur stations on frequencies above 144 
MHz. Optional endorsements for QSOing additional stations in 
increments of 25 (e.g. 125, 150, etc.) or for making all contacts 
during a single calendar year are available. This award is within 
reach of most if not all Florida VHF /UHV operators, but no con- 
tacts may be made through a repeater or any other power relay 
method. (Satellite QSOs do not count but QSOs utilizing Earth Moon 
Earth reflection (EME) do.) 

2. The 1K Coverage Award(1KCA) requires contacts of sufficient 
number and distance such that the sum of the QSO points for all 
contacts during any each of two consecutive caléndar months is 
equal to or greater than 1000. 

3. The Worked Hundred Grids (WHG) awrad requires QSOs with 
station in 100 different 1 degree by 1 degree geographic grids. 

Both the 1KCA and WHG awards require that stations know their 
Latitude & Longitude location and the location used by the other 
operators. The October 1981 issue of ‘‘Florida Skip”’ will fully ex- 
plain the mechanics of the 1KCA and WHG awards and tell how to 
determine your Latitude/Longitude position. ; 

To qualify for the CSVHF awards, contact a local member of the 
CSVHF: KIFJM/4, WB4KGY (W. Palm Beach), or WA4LYS 
(Jacksonville) to certify the accuracy of a completed application 
form. All preliminary paperwork will be completed at the local 
level: no logs or QSL cards will have to be sent away. At the present 
time, Peter S. Heins, K1FJM/4, 19570 SW 264 St., Hstd., FL 33031, 
(305) 248-3216, has the only Florida supply of forms. 

Good luck with 2 meter, 220 MHz, 70 CM, 1296 MHz, and up DXing 
and qualify for the CSVHF awards soon.

| TOWER POWER | 


Tom Duffy Ki1JHC of Leominster, Mass. sent us a couple of 
useful hints which enable an enterprising ham to get a little 
more out of his antenna tower installation. 


Figure 1 shows how a simple AR-22 rotator is used by Tom to 
rotate a full-sized 20 meter beam, a 6 meter beam, and a 10- 
meter ground plane. Use of the inexpensive rotator is made 
possible through the following techniques: first, weight of the 
antennas is kept off of the AR-22 by supporting the mast with a 
thrust bearing at the top of the tower. Second, by placing the 
rotator 10 feet below this bearing, bending load due to wind is 
reduced at the rotator location. There is no brake in the AR-22, 
so the antennas will ‘“‘weather vane” into position of least 
resistance during high winds, reducing torsion on the rotator. 
By setting the position control on North the whole system can be 


easily recalibrated. 


Figure 2 shows how toraise a 50-foot tower when your house is 
only 25-feet high. When the tower is nearly erect, point C will be 
pulling almost directly on the tower. When the tower is 
horizontal, a 3 to 1 power gain is achieved through the pulley 
arrangement. With a boat winch at D, one man can easily raise 
and lower the tower.

During 1929-1930, he was flight officer with 
Pan Am, a ground station operator in Havana and inspector for the 
Compania Mexicana de Aviacion. 

From 1930 to 1934, he served with the Airways Division of the 
USLHS. From 1934 to 1939, Pete worked as a ground station 
operator, CHOP at Miami station WKDL and section superin- 
tendent at Port of Spain, Trinidad. From 1939 to 1941 he was 
communications superintendent for Pan Am Air Ferries, ferrying 
aircraft from Natal to Dakar and the Dutch East Indies. During 
1942 to 1959, Pete served with the Army Air Corps and later the U.S. 
Air Force. He was director, communications and electronics for 
the famous ‘‘Hump”’ airlift over the Himalayas from India to 
China. 

He also served in the Berlin Airlift and the Korean Invasion. He 
retired from the Air Force in 1959. From 1959 to 1963, Pete worked 
for Collins Radio in Dallas, Germany and Tokyo. Then in 1963, he 
“Swallowed the anchor for good.” Pete holds a Radio Telegraph 
first class ticket with radar and aircraft endorsements. He also 
holds an extra class amateur license. His hobbies include ham 
radio and all the ‘‘Honeydew”’ jobs of the happy homeowner. Pete’s 
awards include the Legion of Merit (3 times), the Bronze Star 
Medal (twice), Commendation Medal (4 times), the Order of the 
British Empire by King George VI, Special Breast Order of Yun 
Hui with Rosette from the Chinese and the United Nations Medal 
for Humane Action.

Fcc employees’ travel expenses can be reimbursed by 
an Amateur organization for attendance at a hamfest or 
other club meeting, it has just been decided. In order to 
qualify, however, the sponsoring group must be a tax-exmpt 
organization under Paragraph 501A and 501C3 of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service Code. Travel expenses of an FCC re- 
presentative must be paid in full by the host organization 
or by the FCC — they cannot be shared. 

This new directive is good news for hamfest organizers, 
as recent FCC budget tightening has severely restricted FCC 
representation on the hamfest circuit. (HR Report 5/2/80)

Meanwhile, there have been isolated reports of reception of the 
70cm beacon in various parts of the world and most recentlyu there 
has been a report of good reception by G4JJ. This report would 
indicate that a favorable trend in battery condition is taking | place 
which might lead to a chemical breakthrough in the ailing battery. 
If the battery again goes open as it did in connection with the 1978 
cell failure the spacecraft would operate again using the remaining 
good batteries and the solar cell panels. (Note: an open battery 
acts like a resistor in series with the battery pack.)

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HOW TO STAY ON THE AIR WITHOUT A SECOND MORTGAGE

Grant Reimer, manager of the Orlando branch of Amateur 
Electronic Supply, says the average Ham stays active in the hobby 
in cycles of about six to seven years. During each cycle — com- 
mercial studies show — the Ham will buy several hundred dollars 
worth of gear per year. After which he’ll quit for several years or 
more. 

Then he’ll move back into the hobby — and get one whale of a 
shock. He’ll bundle up all his old goodies and take them down to the 
local Ham gear outlet, planning to trade them all in for shiny, new 
gear. And he’ll discover that 8-10 year old equipment isn’t worth 
much on trade-in, even with names like Drake, Collins, or Hal. 
(Sometimes a young salesman will say, ‘‘Hammarlund? Never 
heard of it, but we can’t take Swedish radios in trade, Old Man, 
unless they fit Volvo dashboards.”’ Then the Old Man, feeling very 
old, indeed, will pick his gear off the counter, head for the nearest 
lake, give his rig the bouyancy test, and sign up at the local com- 
munity - college for an Adult Education course in Aerobic 
Acupunture. ) 

Usually, after grumbling for a while, our re-treaded ham will 
spring for a whole new rig and go through the umpty-ump-dollars- 
per-year routine for another cycle. Why? Because Ham radio has 
always meant to him the mere manipulation of state-of-the-art 
equipment; the actual ‘‘operation’’ of a Ham station has never been 
challenging enough to keep him satisfied. But then, why should it 
have been? How much wallpaper can a man collect before he gets 
bored? 

The exception to this dismal cycle is the Army MARS Ham. 
You’ll find Army MARS station operators running equipment that 
they first put on the air back during their Novice days — and 
coming up with signals as clean as any you'll hear today. Because 
MARS operators are goal-oriented, and their rewarding, satisfying

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SOUTHWEST FLORIDA AMATEURS 
PROVIDE SUPPORT FOR OFFSHORE 
POWER BOAT RACE

The Cape Coral Amateur Radio Club in association with the 
Collier County Amateur Radio Club provided communications for 
the Florida West Offshore Power Boat Association race held in Gulf 
waters on May 30. 

Amateurs manned six check boats stationed along the race 
course in the Gulf of Mexico. The amateurs, using two meter gear, ' 
passed race progress information to the amateur base established 
at a motel on Fort Myers Beach. Base operators passed the in- 
formation to race officials at the motel and via another two meter 
link to the Cape Coral Yacht Club some 8 miles away. 

Two amateurs with appropriate two meter gear were assigned to 
each check boat. The longest path involved was 33 miles anda 
simplex operation was used throughout. Amateur com- 
munications were excellent throughout the event. A procedure was 
developed as a guide for the event and for historical purposes. A 
copy was forwarded to FCC for their information. 

Cape Coral amateurs also provided communications for a parade 
which. was part of the overall race festivities. Parade com- 
munications were also maintained via two meters and were highly 
successful. 


BETTER OPERATING 
By Lowell White, W2CNQ 
Un-necessary hard feelings and un-intentional interference. 

There is a common condition when operating SSB that, due to an 
apparent lack of mutual understanding, causes un-intentional 
interference and un-necessary hard feelings. This condition can be 
avoided if the problem is mutually understood. 

Let’s assume you are looking for a reasonably clear spot to 
operate LSB on 40 meters. You listen at 7249kc and it sounds pretty 
good. There is a little very low pitched and un-intelligible speech on 
the frequency but it is about the best spot you can find and you 
decide to use it. (Actually, the garbage you hear may be at 7250kc 
or a little above. ) 

You inquire if the frequency is in use, maybe 2 or 3 times, and 
hear no reply. So, you go ahead and make your call. Now, the 
trouble begins. The station that is operating slightly higher above 
you (lower on USB) has heard your high-pitched and very in- 
telligible signal each time you inquired, and each time he 
responded that the frequency is busy. BUT, you did not hear his 
very low-pitched and un-inteligible transmission. FINALLY, he 
will tune down and perhaps angrily tell you that he has told you 
before that the frequency is busy and that you are playing havoc 
with his QSO (but, you did not hear him until he got on-frequency). 

SOLUTION: Once all parties understand what is happening, the 
solution is mutually simple and easy. But, it requires good and 
intelligent operating by all parties concerned. 

First, if you wish to advise that the frequency is busy and the 
interfering station is a little off-frequency (his voice is high pit- 
ched), recognize the situation and tune exactly on his frequency. 
Then, tell him that a QSO is in progress just a few hundred cycles 
away, otherwise the potentially interfering station probably will 
not hear and understand your transmission. 

Second, and not the least important, if you are inquiring if a 
frequency is busy, be aware that your slightly off-frequency and 
high-pitched signal (a few hundred cycles higher on LSB and a few 
hundred cycles lower on USB), may constitute a one-way 
destrutive interference situation. 

So, if you hear a ‘gr-gr-gr’’ on your frequency, make a special 
effort to tune a little to see if that voice is trying to tell you 
something. He may not be aware that you do not read his ‘‘gr-gr- 
gr’’ when he tells you the frequency is in use.

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THE FIRST SCIENCE OSCAR

Imagine for a moment that you could look at the ionosphere in 
such a way that you could really know its condition. Further 
imagine a small group of stations like yours networked for the 
purpose of producing sophisticated ionospheric maps which would 
allow you to plot favorable propagation paths. These and a dozen 
other experiments are available on the new Amsat Oscar 9 
spacecraft launched in September. 

The orbit of Amsat Oscar 9 is a sun-synchronous polar orbit with 
an altitude of approx. 330 miles. Inclination of the orbital path as 
compared with the Equator is 97.5°, and the period of an orbit of the 
Earth is approx. 98 mins. 

Propagation Beacons are located at 7050, 14002, 21002, and 29510 
KHz with an transmit output poer of 100 mW. The General Beacon 
is on 145.825 mHz with 350 mW of RF output. There is an 
Engineering Beacon at 435.025 mHz with 650 mW output. Also there 
are experimental UHF/SHF Beacons at 2401.0 mHz and 10.470 GHz 
both running 125 mW output.

. Frequent weather reports from Fleet Weather were furnished by 
“Woody”? Woodyard, NNNOIGW/WAIWGE. Frank Holt, 
NNNOYBU/K4YWX, supplied additional reports as they were 
released by the Miami weather bureau. Timely and reassuring on- 
the-spot reports were furnished from Key West by Wes Linscott, 
NNNOYKP/WAILIOG. As the center of the storm passed over Big 
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MANUEL A, ALVAREZ, JR. WD4REP 
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Pine Key, Hank Schueler, NNNOYYX/WB4MYX, stayed on the air 
from that location and we were happy to learn that the storm was 
having little effect on that Key.

But, the operators of Navy-Marine 
Corps MARS were prepared and available had they been needed, 
and could have handled emergency traffic to any state and to many 
locations overseas.

NEW AMATEUR SATELLITE 

UoSAT, Great Britain’s first Amateur Radio satellite, is 
scheduled for launch from Vandenberg AFB, California, at 1141 
UTC on September 20. The satellite, to be named UoSAT AMSAT 
OSCAR 9 after successful launch, will be a secondary payload 
riding piggyback on a NASA mission. The primary payload, 
Mesosphere Explorer, will carry instruments to measure the 
production and depletion of ozone in the earth’s atmosphere on a 
global scale. 

Both satellites will be launched by a McDonnell Douglas Delta 
210 that will place the satellites in a sun synchronous 336 mile orbit. 
The AMSAT Launch Information Network Service, ALINS, will 
operate during the launch countdown on 7.182, 14.305 and 21.280 
MHz. Amateurs are asked to take part in this historic event by 
monitoring ALINS on launch day. (ARRL OB 89)

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ARRL BOARD MEETING IN ORLANDO 

The Board of Directors of the American Radio Relay Lea- 
gue met in Orlando, Florida on March 11 and 12, 1981, just 
before the ARRL National Convention. Among Board con- 
cerns was the effect of continuing high rates on inflation on 
ARRL financial reserves. Following a Management and Finance 
Committee report on the outlook for the next three years, the 
directors voted to increase the annual dues rate from $18. to 
$25. effective July 1, 1981. However, to ease the impact on 
older members, licensed amateurs 65 years of age or older may 
re q uest a special rate of $20. per year. Postal surcharges make 
the rates slightly higher for members in Canada and overseas. 
Before July 1 members may apply for Life Membership or term 
membership for up to three. years at the present rate. (In part

One quite often hears the statement ‘‘I can’t work DX because I 
don’t have a linear.” Is it true? Absolutely not. You can work all 
kinds of DX without one. Then — if a linear is not necessary, is it 
helpful? The answer is — yes, sometimes, but not nearly as often as 
they are used. 

Tosee why this is so, let us look at two typical stations, both using 
three-element beams, and a typical transceiver. But one has a good 
linear. What’s the difference? Well, the difference in signals will be 
about in proportion to the power input — some 10 dB or about twoS- 


. units. 


Working a G on 10 meters, around 10 a.m. local time, the guy 
without a linear will probably run S9. And the linear will get up to S9 
+10. Both are far above the noise, and are, in fact, extremely 
strong signals. 

A little difference may show up later in the day. The JAs are 
coming through, running about S5. The guy with the linear can 
usually get through on one or two calls with the S5 report; without a 
linear may take a half dozen tries for an S3. More differences may 
show up on the really rare areas, such as XW, CR7 and so on. The 
guy with the linear works a few, the one without, can’t even get 
through. 

About this time the phenomenon called linearitis sets in. But wait 
— suppose the nonlinear guy really looks at his logs. That S5 JA he 
worked gave him S3, and his linear competitor an S5. But the JA 
was Barefoot! How come? 

The answer is the antenna. The JA has 180W, but a 6-element 
monabander at 60 feet. Same for the G, and the XW. Maybe the 
money should go into the antenna. 

For the price of the linear you can get a 4-element tribander at 50’ 
— slightly above the average station. If you work at it, building 
your own, you can get 6 elements on 10, 5 on 15 and 4 on 20, all at 70’. 
Now you are well above average. ; 

You’ll start working them. Even better, you’ll start hearing 
them, often when average stations can’t. You get gain on reception 
as well as transmissions. Plus a few other items — such as less 
chance for TVI and a lower power bill. 

Of course, if you are really into DX, you can do some better by 


.adding a linear. Actually, I prefer to use it, but to let it loaf along at 


about one-third power. Less distortion and no splatter that way. Its 
nice to get compliments on quality. 
You can always turn it to full blast in a pile-up.

I did Bar ealize that SKIP carried so much antenna “information until I 
came to the Army MARS column in the Sept. issue! Bill and Chuck whom I 
have known for a long time must have been misquoted. For the last 50 years 
the commercial and government case that I have known of used 
antenna coupling networks with no apparent loss. 

The Peaeenit ay transmitters with a 50 ohm unbalanced output, the best 
way is to provide a 50 ohm unbalanced connection from the antenna with a 
network and/or balun. Then all that is necessary is a 50 ohm coax trans- 
mission line to connect them together. I have a high Q (25KC 2:1 SWR 
bandwidth) low loss experimental antenna with no known interference 
limiting characteristic! 

With the commonly used ham band receivers more the state-of-the-manu- 
facture rather than the state-of-the-art, it takes more than a little antenna 
selectivity to clean up the channel in use.
